Rebels Are Using Artillery 


and Shelling Americans, 


Aguinaldo Probably Making a 
Last Stand, Americans Trying 


to Silence the Eebel Guns. 


Manila, April 26—Aguinaldo's army 


today is defending Calumpit energetic- 
/ 
ally, and the indication is the rebels 
are finally making that place their last 
ditch, which the Americans expected 
them to make of Malolos. For the first 
time the Filipinos are employing ar- 
tillery. They have brought two guns 
into action in the trenches today firing 
modern shrapnel, which burst over the 
heads of Wheaton's men witljout effect. 
The fighting -was resumed at 6 o'clock 
this morning. The Americans repaired 
the bridge during the night enabling 
the troops to cross the river. Wheaton's 
brigade advanced in extended order on 
the south bank of the river. On the 
right bank there are strongly fortified 
trenches from which a few Americans 
could have defied' thousands, but they 
are deserted. 


The Native Artillery. 


The deserted trenches furnished the 


Americans cover to pick off the Fili- 
pinos wherever they showed 
their 


heads. The Filipino use of the cannon 
was a genuine surpirse to ,lha..Amsr- 
icans. They seemed unable -to get the 
right range or to master the machin- 
ery of the modern shells.

Utah battery in position at the center 
of the Kansas regiment is endeavoring 
to silence the rebel guns. At noon the 
rapid-firers had been ferried across the 
river into line. The rebels still pour a 
heavy fire whch the Americans re- 
turn spiritedly. Two Americans were 
killed 
and seven wounded. 
Hale's 


brigade at noon advanced east of the 
line • apparently to cross the river and 
attack the rebel trenches la the flank 
ag was done yesterday. 


Manila, April 26.—The division under 


Oneral MacArthur fought to the 
trenches before Calumpit yesterday, ad- 
vancing four miles through woods and 
jungle and crossing the Bagbag river. 


Six Americana were killed and 28 


wounded. 


The South Dakota, regiment pursued 


the insurgents to the outskirts of Calum- 
pit, which wa* so strongly protected that 
Geneial MacArthur deemed it best to 
withdraw the tired fighters and camp 
for a night's rest before assaulting the 
town. 


Tie largest building* in Calumpit were 


being fired by the Filipinos while the 
Americana were crossing the river, fully 
a mile away, Indicating the enemy's in- 
tention to abandon the place. 


The insurgents seem to have adopted 


a settled policy of retiring from one 
position after another after inflicting the 
greatest possible damage on the advanc- 
ing army. Their forces yesterday were 
well drilled. Every foot of the ground 
was tenaciously disputed by thoroughly 
organized troops, who iftood remarkably 
firm even before artilBtry. 
General Wheaton's brigade approached 
the river along the , railroad, leaving 
camp beyond Malolos \city.. General 
Hale's brigade, which started Monday, 
was earlier on the maroh, sweeping west- 
ward t»ward the railroad. The armored 
train was being pushed by Chinamen, 
the Twentieth Kansas regiment advanc- 
ing in extended order on the left and the 
First Montana regiment, with the Utah 
light artillery, on the right 


The rapid-firing guns on the train 


"opened the ball" ait 11:30 a. m., about a 
mile from the river, their popping al- 
ternating continuously wKJj the boom 
of the »ix pounders. 


The Montana, regiment and the Utah 


artillery batteries at ttie satne time en- 
tered the jungle, from which the insur- 
gents, who were occupying- a large, 
straggling village of huts, poured heavy 
volleys. In the court* of an hour the 
American* hod forced a passage through 
the woods to the open space in front of 
the river, and the artillery, Immediately 
on wheeling into the open, beffan aheM- 
inc the Filipinos' trench*. 


In the meantime company K, Twen- 


tieth Kanaos, led by Captain Boltwood. 
performed one of the, most brilliant 
achievements of tie campaign. The 
regiment wat Mn* held In reserve, and 
company K charted a distance of a 
quarter of a mile over a eornneld to the 
bank of the river, near tHp bridge, where 
the iMirtenf* front ,a trench were 
p*ppertfi* the armored train, tten about 
JOO yards down the tracfc. Th*oompany 
found shelter In a dltph. 


Orient* rradericK'FiiMton called for 


volunteers to cross the river, and the 
colonel himeelf, LlemtenMt Bail, a 
private of company K/«private*/com- 
pany K, Trmnteter Ifirtfield art Cor- 


poral Ferguson of company I crawled 
along the Iron girders. 


While this was going on the men of 


company K, from the ditch, we"e 1'usil- 
ladiog the trenohes in the endeavor to 
divert attention, but the Filipinos got 
the range from a trench down the river 
and their bullets soon spattered the 
water under the structure. 


Having reached the broken span the 


email, but valorous, party o-£ Americans 
slid down the caisson, swam a few yards 
to the shore and crawled up the bank, 
the little colonel leading the way to the 
trenches, revolver in hand, while the few 
remaining Filipinos bolted. 


General Hale's troops, on the right, 


haxl the hardest fighting. They followed 
the north bank of the river, nearest the 
town, from the east, with the First ¥e- 
braska regriment on the left and the First 
South Dakota and the Fifty-first Iowa 
beyond. The country to be traversed 
was mostly jungles, but the Filipinos 
etood their ground even in the open 
spaces. 


About this time the cheers of the 


Kansas troops announced that the 
Americans had crossed the river. Gen- 
eral Hale's men began to ford the Chico, 
a branch of the Baglbag, stretching to 
the northeast. 
Tt" general himself 


plunged in up to his r»3ck, and the regi- 
ments, all carrying flags, floundered 
across the stream. 


The guns of the Utah light artillery 


were dragged over next and formed into 
an extended line) to advance upon the 
trenches before Calumpit, from which 
the Filipinos were pouring continuous 
volleys. 


The armored oar had oae man killed 


and two wounded. The Kansas regi- 
ment had three wownded during- the 
charge and the Utah light artillery one 
killed and two wounded. Most of Jjhe 
other casualties befell the South Da- 
kota regiment. It is difficult to estimate 
the insurgent losses, but they had no 
fewer than 70 killed, many of them by 
the artillery. 


HAVOC BY COPPER PRICES. 


Some English Industries Curtailing 


Because of High Price of Metal. 


Birmingham, 
Eng., April 
26—The 


enormous rise in the prica of copper is 
playing havoc with the leading indus- 
tries in Midlands. At Kynochs, batches 
of hundreds of men have been dis- 
charged since the rise in the price of 
the metal began, and now, instead of 
4000 men, only 2000 are at work there. 
The government has decided not to 
give any more orders for cartridge 
shells whi'-j the present prices prevail, 
and orders have been issued stopping 
all work possible. The electrical fitting 
firms are also losing business for the 
same reason.

Cincinnati, Ohio, April 26.— A letter 


written by Hear Admiral Kautz to his 
cousin, Mrs. Charles N. Lydley of Cin- 
cinnati has been made public. It was 
dated March 23 and is in the easy vein 
of a relative's pr ivate correspondence. 
He says: 


"You 
wil probably read a lot of stuff 


about me in various newspapers, but I 
am all right and have done nothing I 
am ashamed of, unless it is the making 
of a king, which I was obliged to do 
today. But he was a very inoffensive 
sort of young fellow, about 19 years of 
age. He wears a French admiral's 
cocked hat, but no shoes, stockings or 
trousers. Still, considering this torrid 
weather, he looks very well. But I 
hardly thing he would look well on 
Fourth street,' Cincinnati. I am not 
king here, but jus plain 'boss of the 
ranch.' The German consul had that 
position up to ray arrival, but since 
then he has been a very silent partner. 
I am very much afraid he does not like 
me, in fact, I •am not popular here with 
the Germans. But I am all right with 
the English and hope to pull through 
with them. I have no doubt of being 
sustained by my government in all I 
hate done. I hope to get away from 
here in a month from this time, but will 
not be in, San Francisco before the mid- 
dle of May."

HOW LACES ARE NAMED. 


of ftUtera «nd locality of Mana- 


I -tar* Make the Distinction. 


Orlena L. Shackleford, in "Centuries 


of Lace," in The Woman's Home Com- 
panion, jives these interesting facts on 
lace manufacture: 


"The nomenclature of bee is decided 


by certain peculiarities of pattern, mesh 
or stitches that belong to certain locali- 
ties, and it is retained even when the 
localities have long caused to produce 
their distinctive fabrications. 
Valeu- 


ciennes baa not for many years wrought 
the laces that bear its name, their man- 
ufacture having long since been trans- 
ferred to Ypres, Belgium, while the 
chantilly lacos are all made at Bayenx. 


"The finest French laces are made i» 


Normandy, the cheaper ones come from 
the Auvergue, which was the first 
French province to produce pillow laoe. 
Bayenx, with her tributary surround- 
ings, is the largest and bast producer of 
black laces. 
Her chantilly is par ex- 


cellence the finest; ever made. Caen is 
also a center for black laces. Normandy 
produces good black and wbite blonds, 
Guipures are made in the Anvergne, bat 
the finest come from the Vosges. Mire- 
court furnishes fine point and pillow lace. 
Brussels furnishes most of the Belgian 
needle points, though east Flanders, 
Brabant and Hainanlt now supply large 
quantities. The old laces for which 
Binobe, Bruges and Flanders were once 
so ceieorated are no longer the m^». 
though still much prized by connois- 
seurs. This is also true of malines, or 
mechlin, lace and Valenciennes, though 
the latter is returning to favor. Bruges 
makes a round mesh Valenciennes, not so 
beautiful as the lozenge ground, and 
coarser qualities come from Courtrai 
and different parts of Flanders. Lille 
and Valenciennes formerly belonged to 
the Netherlands, which accounts for 
their early proficiency in lacemaking. 


"Flemish guipures are noted for their 


excellence. The Belgian and French 
laces are the finest, in point of fabrica- 
tion, in the world. Paris is to a large 
extent an emporium for Belgian laces. 
She is the birthplace of fashions and 
novelties and dictates lace designs, keep' 
ing alive emulation and rewarding merit 
through her Society of Decorative Arts. 
To France must be accorded the palm 
for black laces, while Belgium may 
claim it for the vaporous fineness of her 
points, nothing equaling in ethereal del- 
icacy her famous point de gaze." 


Kerroiu Prostration. 


Dr. J. Curtis Webb, an eminent Eng- 


lish physician, recently lectured on this 
subject. The lecturer said that hysteria 
was a symptom of nerve exhaustion and 
was a state in wnioh the ideas control- 
led the body and produced morbid 
changes in its functions. If allowed to 
go on uninterrupted, nervous exhaustion 
and breakdown followed. The seeds of 
this really terrible disease were in 99 
cases out of 100 sown and watered dur- 
ing the period of education and training 
of girls at and after a critical period of 
life. 
Such cases were more frequent 


since the introduction of the system of 
higher education of women, for the ad- 
vocates of this made the great mistake 
of assuming that there was no real dif- 
ference between girls and boys between 
the ages of 14 and 21. He mentioned 
the frequent occurrence of cases of 
aiiffima and breakdown among girls and 
attributed this to excessive mental work 
and the lack of healthy exercise. 


He advocated golf, cycling, lawn ten- 


nis and other games as a preventive and 
corrective and insisted npon the neces- 
fci*v for regular indulgence in physical 
exercise. It was not work which hurt, 
but perseverance in work after nature 
had held ont her danger signals in the 
shape of constant lassitude, loss of ap- 
petite and irregularity of functions. 
Nervous exhaustion sometimes occurred 
as a result of excessive physical exer- 
cise, and among middle aged laches as a 
result of worry. The remedy in the lat- 
ter case was to live easier and according 
to rule. The 'complaint was also met 
with in young children and was in these 
oases generally due to the forcing of 
mental faculties or constant scolding

PHOTOGRAPHY.™ 


A. Critic Who S»yt That St Hw Lowered 


tbo Standard of Art. 


Has photography accomplished any- 


thing? Yea; it has cheapened art groat- 
ly. It has lowered the standard with a 
public that instinctively prefers the 
sham and the machine made and the 
microscopic. It has reduced the artist 
to a demoralizing struggle with the 
amateur simply to get hie bread and 
butter. In the beginning of the century 
England was celebrated for its beauti- 
fully illustrated books, in which the 
greatest artiste, engravers and printers 
collaborated to produce a perfect 
whole. Today the place of these books 
has been taken by Tne Strand Magazine 
and The Sketch, thanks to the services 
of photography. In the making of books, 
however, the tendency has always been 
toward the survival of the cheapest, and 
the cheapest—usually thfe newest—has 
always interested artists for awhile, 
though for other reasons than its cheap- 
ness. 


Steel engravings succumbed before 


wood engraving and lithography, and 
they, in turn, have succumbed to the 
cheapness of the process man. In many 
ways until lately process was a great 
advance npon any other form of repro- 
duction. Now process block makers are 
mostly photographers, who are titling 
each other in the race for cheapness. I 
do not want any one to think I would 
imply that photography is not useful to 
the artist. On the contrary, it is, ant' 
especially in illustration, since it pre- 
serves tbe illustrator's original design 
for him. It enables the architect to get, 
at small expense and without the trou- 
ble of going to see and draw them, bits 
of detail in foreign lands, though this ia 
a questionable advantage. The world's 
greatest architects managed very well 
without it. One critic has said that if 
photographers would turn their atten 
tion to the recording of historic events, 
like the jubilee, or of vanishing build- 
ings they could do an immense service 
to art. In one way this is true, in an- 
other it ia not. 


Surely this critic would be the last to 


suggest that the cinematographic "pic- 
tures"—-the whole ' 22,000 of them, 
shown at the Empire, I think—are equal 
to one picture of a procession by Carpac- 
cio, painted centuries before we had any 
photographs. No doubt 22,000 artists 
would be required to secure as many 
views of the jubilee procession as were 
obtained by the cinematograph, and 
their employment might have been too 
ranch of a good thing. Bnt if, gay, half 
a dozen accomplished artists bad been 
commissioned and allowed to do what 
they wanted, might we not have had a 
record of some artistic importance? Aa 
to the photographing of old buildings, 
which wonld the architect rather have 
—an etching by Piranesi or a photo- 
graph by one of the most revolutionary 
of tbe Salon photographers? — Joseph 
Pennell in Contemporary Review. 


Why the Blind Do Mot SinoKe,

Everyone of the great army of Kings- 


leyites will welcome this <story of the 
immortal Rev. Charles. It comes from 
an English lady whose country resi- 
dence was under his spiritual care and 
at whose table he was, therefore, a fre- 
quent guest. The good man's well es- 
tablished habit of talking much about 
things of which he knew little is the 
cause for the story. He had a habit, 
particularly at dinner tables, of holding 
the guests agape with minute stores 
about the inhabitants of Mars or 'cho 
fishes of Kamchatka.

HIDDEN GOLD IN PARIS. 


Many Fanatic* Spend Their I/ires Hunting 


For Buried Treasure. 


Some Parisians are actually kept from 


wandering by conviction that there is 
hidden treasure behind the walls or be- 
neath the flooring or in the chimney 
nook or under the roof, says Chambers' 
Journal. 


Ton are told that during the number- 


less sieges to which Paris Has been sub- 
jected and the internal revolutions it 
has undergone there exists not a cellar 
or a garret but has become the recepta- 
cle of gome part of the immense riches 
accumulated in religious houses and old 
families. There is, perhaps, nothing ir- 
rational in the supposition that in the 
good old times when convents were 
made the depositories not only of the 
secrets of the aristocracy, but of the 
family jewels likewise, instances must 
have o"curred v/herein these deposits 
were buried and remain undiscovered, 
together with the treasures of the con- 
fraternity. But human folly has of late 
years exalted this rational possibility 
into dazzling certainty. Every means is 
now resorted to and more gold land pre- 
cious time expended than the most val- 
uable treasure could repay in order to 
seize the secret which still resists dis- 
covery. "While you of the matter of 
fact, plodding Anglo-Saxon race are 
toiling and broiling in Australia and 
California, searching for gold, we gold 
seekers of Paris find it here beneath our 
feet in the old quarters of the city round 
Notre Dame and the Hotel de Ville, 
where gold is teeming in greater plenty 
than amid the rock bowlders of Califor- 
nia or beneath the soil of Ballarat," 
•aid Dncasse, the great treasure seeker. 


Tn« Art of Lighting a Tip*. 


Now, comrades, not to waste time 


talking of style of pipe or brands of to- 
bacco—tastes differ in those things—try 
this: Keep pipe and stem as clean as 
possible, and the time to clean them is 
immediately after a smoke.

to the mate that he could see a man ou 
a raft about a mile away and almost 
directly in our course. We were then 
midway between Ceylon and the Cha- 
gos islands, with sea room for 600 miles 
in every direction. 


The announcement of the man on the 


raft did not produce much excitement. 
Natives are frequently blown off the is- 
lands on rafts and catamarans from 
which they have been fishing, and we 
believed this is to be such a case. We 
were up with him in a few minutes and 
great was our surprise to find him a 
white man and a sailor The raft was a 
rude but stout affair, which he had 
made from driftwood, and it carried a 
cargo as well as the man. Securely 
lashed to the planks and timbers were 
four large elephant tusks and an earthen 
jar, together with two other jars con- 
taining food and water. The raft had no 
sail, but was managed to a certain ex- 
tent by a rude steering oar. The casta- 
way took things coolly and was neither 
overgratefnl nor greatly surprised at 
being picked up. He saw to it that his 
cargo was safely aboard before he 
climbed over the rail and he answered 
no questions until he was alone with 
the captain in the cabin. Then he told 
a story which reached us two or three 
hours later. 


The name of the rescued sailor was 


William Scott. He was second mate of 
a Ceylon schooner called the Happy 
Day. Three months before we found 
him the schooner set out from some 
port on the India coast for Batavia, but 
encountered a typhoon and was blown a 
long distance to the west and finally 
wrecked on a, coral reef surrounding an 
island. Of the crew of eight men Scott 
al 
a escaped. He was carried a mile or 


more by the waves and cast upon the 
beach and he was so bruised and bat- 
tered that he could not stand upright 
for three or four days. He believed this 
island to be one of the easternmost of 
the Chagos, and yet when he came to 
overhaul the chart and read the descrip- 
tions of the group he could not place it 
among them. It was an island about a 
mile in circumference, rocky and bar- 
ren, but having plenty of fresh water on 
it 
As for animal life, there was not 


even a lizard to be seen, and but for the 
ravines and caves the man would have 
been roasted alive by the hot sun. There 
were shellfish in plenty, and he caught 
many fish left in ponds as the tide re- 
ceded, but he had no fire. Scott lived 
on the barren rook for 14 long weeks 
without once sighting a sail, and but for 
his own individual efforts the time 
might have been indefinitely prolonged. 
One day a lot of wreckage from some 
unfortunate native craft drove ashore, 
and he secured planks and timbers and 
eet about building a raft. He had made 
up his mind to put to sea and take the 
chance of being picked up. 


The castaway had explored his island 


several times, but as the ground was 
much cut up and difficult to get over he 
had not examined it closely 
Entering 


the island from the south side was a 
narrow bay, being not over 20 feet 
wide, though very deep. This bay came 
near cutting the island in two, as it 
ran within 100 feet of the north end. 
It was in the still waters of the bay 
that Scott constructed his raft and on- 
ly when it was finished that be made a 
strange discovery He poled it along 
one day to the bead of the bay, and ae 
he reached the end he saw the mouth of 
a cave 16 feet above him on the right 
It seemed to him that men bad used 
tools to widen the mouth and to smooth 
the way up to it from the water, and 
his curiosity was aroused. He found the 
mouth of the cave large enough to ad- 
mit a hogshead, and there was every 
reason to believe that it had once been 
blocked up with stones squared for the 
purpose and cemented in. These atone* 
had been shaken loose by some great 
jar and bad rolled down into the bay. 
The cave was 80 feet long by 80 wide 
and 10 feet high, dry and airy, and a 
far better house than Robinson Crusoe 
had. Now cornea the astonishing part of 
the story According to Scott, be found 
910 elephant tusks stacked up in the 
cave, together with five jars of gold 
dnit On leaving the island on his raft 
the tailor secured four of the tusks to 
faia raKand also one of the jars of gold 
dust Two other jars were emptied of 
their contents that he might use the 
jars for food and water. 


Had the raft been without cargo the 


man'* story would have been laughed at 
and ridiculed. He said he had found 
gold and ivory—a great fortune. He 
bad the ivory and the gold to prove his 
assertions. It made no difference tuat 
he oo«ld not identify the tiland«-that 
the chart did not place it It was a 
queer story, bnt with the proofs at hand 
to back it what conll we no but believe? 
Our captain was a Scotchman, and he 
took a whole dj^ojh^gu setter 


over and assure himself that the stuff 
Before him was actually gold and ivory. 
Then ho made Scott a proposition. The 
sailor knew tha worth of what he had 
•eonred^-kuew that he was fixed for 
life, and having knocked about on the 
raft for nine days before we sighted 
him he was not at all anxious about 
what he had left behind in the care. 
Our captain was, however, and so was 
every man of the crew The matter was 
talked over, aud it was finally agreed 
that Scott should pilot ns to the island 
and take another jarof-gold dust for his 
share. He would then be landed at Ba- 
tavia to go where he pleased 
Tbe rest 


of the treasure was to be recovered tor 
the owners of the bark, bnt we were 
told that they would be liberal with all. 


It was a hard bargain the Scotchman 


drove with the rescued sailor, but Scott 
fell m with the idea aud the course of 
the ship was changed 
We wore 200 


miles to the south of the Chagos, hav- 
ing passed them 50 miles to the east, 
and as the wind was from the north we 
had to beat back This was slow work, 
and we had not yet made half the dis- 
tance when we got a galo from tbo 
west which sent us driving away to- 
ward tbe Javanese coast until we were 
almost in sight of it. We had then to 
recover onr lost ground, bnt what with 
the loss of two topmasts and several 
sails in a squall and a continuation of 
bad weather it was 16 days before a 
man was sent to the masthead to look 
for laud. 


The Chagos archipelago consists of a 


score of islands, banks and reefs. Scott 
believed that his island was the eastern- 
most one of all, but as be could not be 
sure of it we had to examine all. .Run- 
ning between them and aronnd them 
was slow work, and we had to feel our 
way, 
and it was six or seven days be- 


fore we reached the last. We had fonud 
no euch island as described by the sail- 
or, and in onr disappointment and 
chagrin he came in for plenty of abuse.

Our 
man identified it as soon as it could be 
seen from the deck, and we ran in and 
came to anchor for the night within a 
mile from tbe beach. Had the night not 
teen so dark I believe the captain would 
have had a boat down, bnt as it was he 
dared not chance it 
Such was the ex- 


citement aboard that no man slept for 
an hour, and as soon as daylight had 
come and the men had a bite to eat ike 
set off to secure the treasure. 


We soon f onnd the opening of the bay 


and rowed into it. Scott had been on 
the island for over a year and the hut 
be occupied and the flagstaff he erected 
were in plain sight. At the end of the 
bay we came to the cave, and, leaping 
out of the boat, the captain was tbe first 
to enter A moment later he reappeared 
and for the next quarter of an hour he 
cursed as 1 never heard a seaman before 
or siuca The cave had been plundered. 
One broken tnsk had been left behind, 
and there was perhaps an ounce of gold 
dust lying on the spot where Scott emp- 
tied the jars. That was proof enough 
that be had told a straight story. When 
we landed and went up to the but, we 
soon solved the problem. Some whales 
had touched there for wood and water. 
For wood they had used all the wreck 
stuff lying about and bad also partially 
pulled the hut to pieces. They had filled 
their casks at the spring, and we could 
still see the marks where they had been 
rolled down bill to the boats. 


Then the Scotchman did a mean thing 


by the rescued sailor. He made a great 
ado of how be had deviated from his 
course and lost a fortnight's time and 
insisted that Scott divide with him. I 
believe he threatened to leave him on 
the island if he didn't. There was trou- 
ble for a few hours, and then the sailor 
came to terms, but not so much as a 
penny's- worth was ever handed over to 
the owners or distributed among tbe 
crew Scott was transshipped to a craft 
bound for .lava and that was the last I 
ever saw or heard of him. A year later, 
however, 1 met an American runaway 
sailor in Batavia, and he told 'me that 
his craft, the Bessie Herrick of Marble- 
head, put in at the island, remained for 
two days, and her captain discovered 
the cave and the treasure while fishing 
in the bay He gave every man aboard 
1100 in cash as a present, bnt kept tbe 
dust and the ivory and turned them into 
cash at Singapore It was a rich haul 
of treasure, and tbe captain must have 
been made independent for life. How 
old the island was, how the treasure 
came to be deposited there, who were 
the rightful owners of it^-well, those 
are questions I cannot answer. It was 
at least two years after we visited the 
place before it was surveyed and char- 
tered.—C. B. Lewis.

The developments of the past few 


hours strengthen the opinion that Cal- 
umpit I» to become the Santiago of the 
Philippine campaign. 
General Me- 


Arthur's division is knocking at the 
(very fates of the city and General 
Lawton, swinging round to the north- 
east, hopes to be in the enemy's rear in 
k. short time. For the first time the 
enemy Is using artillery, giving the im- 
pression that Calumpit is to be defend- 
ed with all the power at Aguinaldo's 
command. The strategy of the Ame.-- 
Ican army is said at Washington to be 
perfectly understood; that it is the de- 
fign of General Otis to execute a move- 
ment like the one attempted when the 
rebel force was concentrated at Mala- 
bon. Then a double movement similar 
!te> the present double movement was 
Attempted and proved unsuccessful, the 
rebel forces retreating alone the line 
of the railroad northward. 
As the 


campaign now appears it is not certain 
that the main body of Aguinaldo's 
army will be corralled in Calumpit 
While McArthur is in force at the city's 
walls, Lawton and his men are miles 
away and considerable time must pass 
before he arrives on the enemy's flank 
or gets himself in the way of the 
enemy's retreat 
It would appear, 


then, that should the enemy so plan, 
Agninaldo's army could retreat still 
farther along the railroad, burning 
Calumpit as it has burned the other 
cities deserted. In fact part of Ca!- 
umpit is now reported to be in flames. 
The use of the artillery may mean that 
a determined stand is to be made and 
in that event Lawton, would probably 
have time to come up. But, instead, 
the use of the artillery may be a means 
to cover a difficult retreat and this 
ti-anspiring, AguinaJdo will have again 
put some distance between himself and 
defeat and capture. The situation is 
most interesting.

Arbor J>«y in NortU Adams 


Editor of The Transcript: 


North Adams is proud of her pic- 


turesque situation, and, in spite of her 
hills, and winding ravines, that cause 
her streets to be such expensive prop- 
erty never admits that 
she would 


willingly exchange her location for 
Pittsfield's flatness, even with the lakes 
thrown, in. There is good reason for 
this loyalty to our own unchallenged 
claims to beauty, but the question 
arises- 
Is North Adarns content to 


let nature do it all and so prove the 
significance 
of 
the 
familiar lines. 


"Where every prospect pleases and 
only man is vile?" 


Almost nothing is done to beautify 


the streets or public property, or the 
roads in the suburbs. Many of the 
latter are exceedingly attractive in 
their neglect, where nature has taken 
their adornment into her own hands; 
but as much cannot be said for others, 
where she has been ousted entirely, 
and a man with an abundance of 
plank at his disposal has placed at 
two conspicuous points in our principal 
street a fence of such an outlandish 
style that a, city ordinance should be 
passed forbidding such monstrosities. 


There, too are the cemeteries on West 


Main street so exposed to the public 
gaze where no vine-clad fence or ever- 
green hedge insure the mourner's 
privacy. 
Our school premises invite 


criticising; some of them spacious and 
finely located, but bare of any graceful 
touches, totally devoid of any attempt 
at adornment. They are excellent play 
grounds to be sure, but they fail to do 
all that they might for the children 
when they do not contain a tree, or a 
v.ine or a flower bed in wnich the 
pupils feel a sense of proprietorship, 
because their hands helped to plant, or 
train it. 


When the boys and girls are not 


taught to have a personal interest in 
their school and its surroundings a 
great field for training in citizenship is 
neglected. To Interest them in im- 
proving the school grounds would be 
of great assistance in preventing their 
injuring them, or littering the sur- 
rounding premises. 
The lawlessness 


of public school pupils is often the sub- 
ject of criticism, and is produced as an 
argument that grass plots and flower 
beds would not be preserved in public 
places here as in other cities. If the 
young1 can but feel a sense of owner- 
ship in certain public beauty spots, 
their sense of responsibility will be 
developed, and their respect for private 
property will be increased thereby. It 
it is certainly quite time that their edu- 
cation in this direction began 


North Adams will probably never 


abound in public squares, and parks, 
we are too cramped and city property 
is too valuable to admit of it. The 
suburban parks* will be amply sufficient 
for those who have the time and the 
freedom to enjoy them, but for the busy 
mothers with little ones, who must 
combine their toil and their pleasures, 
how 
convenient the 
school 
play- 


ground in their vicinity might be, dur- 
ing the long vacation A few seats in 
the shade trees or a trellis over-run 
with 
vines, some common, hardy 


flowers to give color and brightness, 
nothing that would demand much out- 
lay 
of 
money, 
but 
simply 
a 


little more public spirit, a, little more 
taste, a little stronger belief in the 
ministry of the beautiful—and the re- 
sults would be as far-reaching as the 
gratitude of those weaiy mothers, as 
far-reaching as the motherly love that 
prompts eveiy unselfish deed. 


Over 9000 school districts in New 


York observed Arbor day last year, 
and over 8000 trees were planted, while 
a new impetus was given the nature 
study in the schools. Next Saturday 
will be observed as Arbor day in this 
state. Can we not have a more gen- 
eral observance of it in our city. 
Lowell says: 
'Who does his duty is a question, 
Too complex to be solved toy me, 
But he, I venture the suggestion, 
Does part of his that plants a tree.

For the first time in several years re_ 


bananas are likely to be fairly plentifu 
in this region this summer. The rec 
bananas used to be much more commoi 
in this city than the yellow, but they 
have been scarce for at least six years, 
They are rather costly, retailing at 
about $5 a bunch, or 15 cents apiece and 
two for a quarter. In Hartford las 
week a groceryrnan had a few red 
b.ananas on exhibition, and it was said 
they were the first in the city for five 
years. Several reasons have been as- 
signed for the lessened sales of the 
"reds." The warfare in Cuba lor so 
many years, 5t is claimed, had much 
to do with preventing thfe exportation 
of the fruit to this country. Another 
reason that has been given Is that the 
yellow fruit stands shipping much bet- 
ter and is not so quick to decay. Many 
prefer the flavor of the red banana, 
saying that it is a richer fruit, and the 
return of the "reds" to Springfield will 
he welcomed.—Republican.

The tunnel commissioners hesi- 
tated, and finally Mr. Farren told them 
he would go home and. they 
could 


tackle the job again, but that if they 
again failed, they could send for him 
and he would come and help them. out. 


After further fruitless experiments, 


he was sent for and was given a con- 
tiact to arch the tunnel from the portal 
1000 feet into the mountain, which he 
did successfully, netting about $100,000 
on his contract.

The Strange DiwMe Which Attack* loco, 


motive Engineers. 


"Railway surgeons are learning many 


new facts in regard to the physical re- 
quirements of railway employees," said 
J. K. Matson of Chicago at tbe Southern. 


"Becently the railway surgeons of 


tbe United States held a national con- 
vention in Chicago, and one night 1 
beard an interesting chat in the lobby 
of a hotel by some of them. The uni- 
versal opinion among them was that it 
is just- as important that the ears of 
railroad employees, and particularly 
tbe ears of locomotive engineers, should 
be scientifically tested for natural or ac- 
quired defects as that their eyes should 
be tested for possible color blindness. 
'Whistle deafness' is now a common 
disease 
among railroad employees. 


Many a railroad accident could be traced 
to this peculiar 'whistle deafness' if 
the truth were known. This disease 
makes the ear of a locomotive engineer 
sensitive to the sounds by which he is 
immediately surrounded, but entirely 
deaf to sounds of all other kinds. 


"The same condition is often ob- 


served among boiler makers, who can 
hear slight noises when the air is laden 
with the clatter of hammers upon iron 
plates, while they are insensible to tbe 
eame sounds in quiet surroundings. Lo- 
comotive engineers sometimes have de- 
fective ears that can detect slight sounds 
indicating imperfect working pf tbe ma- 
chinery, even while the bell is ringing 
or the whistle blowing or both are in 
use. A locomotive engineer thus afflict- 
> 


ed should be relieved of duty for awhile 
until the ear has recovered its normal 
condition, enabling it to discriminate ' 
between sounds according to their exact 
relative volume, pitch and intensity." 
—St. Louis Globe-Democrat.

Season Behind the Avenge, 


Boston, April 26.—The following cli- 


mate and crop bulletin of the weather 
bureau. New England section, for the 
week ending April 24, ta buued by the 
United States department of agricul- 
ture: 


Pleasant weather has predominated 


throughout New England during the 
past week, the average number of clear 
days 'being 5. partly cloudy 1. cloudy and 
stormy 1. This element of the weather 
has averaged about 2 degrees above the 
normal, despite a cold easterly spell. 
The minimum temperatures have ranged 
as low as 23 degrees in northern sections, 
and have been below the freezing point 
in the south on several mornings. The 
weekly mean temperature for the dis- 
trict at large is 46 degrees. An unusual- 
ly light precipitation for the season has 
characterized the week. Showers oc- 
curred in eastern New England on the 
20th, and light rains In southern portions 
of the district on the 21st. 


The past week has witnessed a de- 


cided improvement, although the season 
is yet conslderaoly behind the average. 


In the three northern states snow has 


disappeared rapidly under the influence 
of warm, sunny days, and, except in the 
extreme northern counties 
of these i 


stales, fields are for the most part bare, j 
A large body of snow remains m the | 
woods, and correspondents in Aroostook ! 
county, Me., report fields still covered 
with snow to a depth of two to three 
f«et. Practically nothing has been done 
in the line of farm work in the northern 
states. Here and there, in exceptionally 
favored localities, a limited amount of 
plowing has been accomplished, and a 
very few early peas planted. General 
operations will not begin, however, fora 
week or more hence. 


Maple sugar, a source of considerable 


revenue, suffers a great reduction this 
season. Numerous correspondents re- 
port it a complete failure, and the gen- 
eral opinion seems to be that the yield 
is but half a, pound to a pound per tree. 


In southern New England, where the 


season is naturally more advanced, fu'l 
advantage is being taken of the prevail- 
ing favorable conditions of weather, al- 
though in northern and western Massa- 
chusetts not a furrow has been turned. ! 
In the far south, far work is in general ' 
progressing well, and at the present rate 
the season's tardiness will soon be made 
up. Snow is yet visible in a few places, 
rivers and streams are running full and 
meadows are overflowed. 


Planting consists mostly of onions, 


peais and potatoes. In Newport county, 
K. I., there is the largest acreage of po- 
tatoes going into th« ground ever known, 
and the first asparagus of the season has 
been cut.

The Cradle of a Duke. 


A relic which was recently placed on 


exhibition in Paris has caused consid- 
erable interest among the better class- 
es. It is the cradle which rocked to 
sleep many times an infanC who in after 
years just missed being king of France. 
This interesting cradle was made for 
the Due de Bordeaux, who later styled 
himself the Comte de. Chambord. He 
was the grandson of Charles X. 


The bed is a gorgeous affair and is 


wonderfully made. At the head of the 
cradle proper is the figure of an angel 
upholding a horn of plenty. The body 
of the cradle is handsomely carved. It 
rests on a support of crosspleces the 
ends of which are carved to represent 
the heads of lions. The whole cradle 
and stand are mounted on a solid 
ebony base. 


The noble youngster for whom this 


elaborate affair was made was born 
some time after his father's death, in 
1820, and was greeted by the poets of 
the age as "L'Enfant da Miracle." At 
his death, which occurred some years 
ago, the Orleans family became the 
head of the Bourbons.

Servia is an independent king- 
dom and does not pay tribute, but Austria still hands over an an.iual stipend 
for the provinces of Bosnia and Herzegovina, and she has long nursed the 
desire to extend her territory to. the JEgean sea, so that Salonica might be the 
southern terminus of one of her railways. Russia, however, which has interests 
in Montenegro, stands in the way of this scheme, and in the meantime the 
long oppressed Macedonians.are making things lively on their own account.

•the arrest was unable to tell his prisoner on what grounds-lie had been seized.

SAW HIS OWN MALARIA BERKS. 


What the Trtatmtnt of Local Boys 


Will be in Boston. 


Corporal Forest Crafts of Co F has 


just returned to his home in Gardner, 
after treatment for malaria 
In 
the 


Massachusetts general hospital, where 
a number of Adams men have gone for 
the same cause. He had an interesting 
experience to relate as to the treat- 
ment of the disease which will attract 
attention among the friends of 
the 


local men 


When he went there his temperature 


was 102 and his pulse 120. The physi- 
cian in charge immediately drew some 
of his blood from his ear to determine 
the presence of the malaria germs, and 
Corporal Crafts had the peculiar privi- 
lege of seeing through a microscope his 
own malaria germs traveling around 
in his blood as plainly as he could see 
the angle worms on a sidewalk after a 
spring rain. 


He was put into bed on his arrival at 


the hospital and was kept there for 
three days and dosed with great quan- 
tities of quinine. He was then allowed 
to go out into the air, and after three 
days more was sent home, with nor- 
mal pulse, temperature and respiration. 


He was ordered to take 15 grairis of 


quinine every day for six months; for 
the next six months he will take the 
dose every other day; for another six 
months twice a week, and then every 
week for six months more, when he will 
be entitled to graduate.
